Petition 
to save 
hospitai 
handed in 

A PETITION rallying 
support against the loss of 
services at Kidderminster 
Hospital has been presented 
to health chiefs. 

More than 13,000 signa¬ 
tures have been collected by 
the campaign group Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital Alliance. 

The hospital faces an 
uncertain future because of 
a proposed shake-up of hos¬ 
pital services in the county. 

Members handed the peti¬ 
tion to Eamonn Kelly, the 
chief executive of NHS 
Worcestershire. 

They said they would con¬ 
tinue to collect signatures 
while they wait to hear the 
short-list of options being 
drawn up for the county’s 
hospitals. 

Members are calling for 
the hospital, which lost its 
accident and emergency 
department in 2000, to be 
used more, not less. 

Stephen Brown, secretary 
for the Alliance, said: 
“Although we’ve handed in 
the petition, we will con¬ 
tinue to gather support 
against the loss of services 
from Kidderminster.” 

As part the review, six 
“models of care” have been 
drawn up. Two threaten the 
Kidderminster site with 
closure or downgrading. 

A short-list of options had 
been due to be announced 
last month but hospital 
bosses said they needed 
more time. 

Carpets laid 
at museum 

A TRIO of bespoke carpets 
have been fitted into Kidder¬ 
minster’s Museum of Carpet 
in Green Street, which will 
open next week. 

The lime green, medium 
blue and turquoise carpets, 
worth around £15,000, have 
been donated by Brockway 
Carpets. The colours have 
been made to match specific 
colour samples supplied by 
the museum to reflect its 
internal decoration. 

The museum will be offi¬ 
cially opened by Lord 
Cobham on October 19 and 
will open to the public on 
October 20. 


RAIL SHARES RAISE 
£250k IN A WEEK

MORE than £250,000 has been raised 
from the sale of shares in the Severn 
Valley Railway in just one week. 

The heritage railway aims to generate up to 
£3million to fund restoration work and the redevel¬ 
opment of one of its stations. 

Last Monday, three million shares at £1 each were made 
available to raise money to 
build the centre, station 
gateway and spectator 
gallery at Bridgnorth 
station, and to create a her¬ 
itage engineering and build¬ 
ing academy. 

Further ideas include 
restoring the Hagley Hall 
locomotive which has not 
worked for 23 years, and car¬ 
rying out more maintenance. 

Directors of the railway 
will be at Kidderminster and 
Bridgnorth stations to 
answer questions from 
potential investors at the 
annual members and share¬ 
holders event this weekend. 

They will officially launch 
the share offer document 
Share the Passion, which 
outlines plans for the future. 

Inspire 

General manager Nick 
Ralls said: “We’ve had an 
amazing response with more 
than £250,000 raised so far. 

“It shows how much the 
British love heritage rail¬ 
ways. Hopefully this 
weekend will inspire more 
people to get on board.” 

The event will include pre¬ 
sentations at the Engine 
House at Highley on Satur¬ 
day and at Kidderminster 
Railway Museum on Sunday 
to explain the projects that 
will be funded through the 
share offer. 

The railway celebrated its 
150th anniversary this year, 
and 2015 will be the 50th 
anniversary of the launch of 
a campaign to bring the line 
back into use. For more

We won't 
give up, 
say library 
protesters 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans to move Kiddermin¬ 
ster Library’s gallery and 
piano will hold their own 
public consultation event. 

They want to persuade 
Worcestershire County 
Council to re-think a money¬ 
saving decision to turn the 
second floor gallery into 
offices. 

When the move was first 
announced four months ago, 
arts and music groups in the 
town protested, prompting 
the council to put the plans 
on hold. 

After public consultation, 
the preferred option for the 
site now is to convert the 
gallery into offices, create a 
smaller gallery on the first 
floor, and move the Stein way 
grand piano to the Corn 
Exchange. 

The Friends of Kidder¬ 
minster Library Gallery will 
now carry out their own con¬ 
sultation and will be collect¬ 
ing comments from people 
in the town on October 25. 

Campaign group secre¬ 
tary Stephen Brown said 
members would not give up.

Trial jury 
Is told of 
footprints 
at home 

FOOTPRINTS similar in 
shape and size to the boots 
seized from a man accused of 
murdering retired teacher 
Betty Yates were found in 
her Bewdley home, a court 
has heard. 

Stephen Farrow, 48, of no 
fixed address, is on trial at 
Bristol Crown Court for the 
murders of 77-year-old Mrs 
Yates and Rev John Sud- 
dards. 

He denies killing Mrs 
Yates who was found with a 
knife in her neck at her 
cottage on January 4, having 
been killed two days earlier. 

Farrow admits the 
manslaughter of Mr Sud- 
dards in Thornbury, South 
Gloucestershire on the 
grounds of diminished 
responsibility, but denies 
murder, between February 
12 and 15. He admits bur¬ 
gling another property. Vine 
Cottage, in Thornbury. 

The jury heard evidence 
from forensic scientist 
Padraig O’Shea, who 
studied footmarks at the 
three locations. 

He said he compared a 
pair of boots taken from 
Farrow to a footprint found 
on a magazine at Vine 
Cottage. The boots had a 
“complex block pattern” 
that matched the shape and 
size of the print found, he 
said. 

He examined an exercise 
mat from Mrs Yates’s home. 
Investigators had found 
dust marks on the mat. In 
the lab, Mr O’Shea said they 
were able to find footprints 
which showed a similar 
“complex block pattern” to 
that of Farrow’s boot.

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Murder trial told how 
Betty's body was found 


A FRIEND of Bewdley 
schoolteacher Betty Yates 
has told a murder trial of the 
moment he called police to 
her home after becoming 
concerned over her where¬ 
abouts. 

Mrs Yates, aged 77, was found 
stabbed at her cottage off Dowles 
Road, on January 4, a court has 
heard. Stephen Farrow denies 
murder. 

Paul Noons, who had known Mrs 
Yates for around six years, had 
spoken to her on January 2 and 
arranged to meet at 10am the next 
day to go for a walk with a group. 

Mr Noons told Bristol Crown 
Court on Monday that Mrs Yates did 
not turn up. 

HidcJen 

But as she was not known for her 
time-keeping, the walking group did 
not think anything of it and contin¬ 
ued with the walk. 

Later that day, Mr Noons tried to 
call Mrs Yates twice, but got no 
answer. The following day, January 
4, he decided to go to her house. 

He noticed that all the curtains 
were drawn and, despite her car 
being parked in the garage, he could 
not get an answer. 

He said he walked round the back 
of the house and, becoming con¬ 
cerned, started to look for a key that 
he knew she kept hidden outside but 
could not find it and phoned his wife. 

Mr Noons and his wife decided to 
call the police and within 15 minutes

Pc Kate Medlam and Pc Rob Mills, of 
West Mercia Police, arrived. 

Pc Medlam found some ladders 
and climbed to look into an upstairs 
window. 

She told the court that she could 
see an elderly woman lying at the 
foot of the stairs. Inside the house 
they found a chair covered with Mrs

Yates’s coat wedged into a doorway. 
Beyond the chair Mrs Yates was 
lying at the bottom of the stairs. She 
had been stabbed in the head. 

Stephen Farrow, aged 48, of no 
fixed address, denies murdering Mrs 
Yates. 

He also denies murdering the Rev 
John Suddards in Thornbury, South

Gloucestershire, between February 
12 and 15. 

Farrow has admitted Mr Sud¬ 
dards’ manslaughter on the grounds 
of diminished responsibility and to 
burgling another property, Vine 
Cottage, also in Thornbury, over the 
Christmas and New Year period. 
The trial continues.

Former 
soldier in 
a plot to 
kill wife 


A FORMER soldier with a 
distinguished military 
career who also served as a 
West Mercia police officer, 
has admitted asking another 
man to kill his wife of 30 
years. 

Barry Harrison, 65, 
pleaded guilty at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court to solicit¬ 
ing the murder of his wife 
Carol, 65. The former 
soldier, who served with the 
Welsh Guards before joining 
West Mercia police, plotted 
to kill his wife between Feb¬ 
ruary 1 and April 27. 

Harrison, of Madeley, 
Staffordshire, appeared in 
court wearing a maroon 
jumper and purple shirt, and 
spoke only to plead guilty to 
the charge. 

Guilty 

Co-defendant Tony Kent, 
from Leegomery, Shrop¬ 
shire, pleaded guilty to 
fraud. The court heard Kent, 
33, accepted making “false 
representations he knew 
were untrue that formed the 
intention of assisting Barry 
Harrison in the commission 
of a crime being committed 
by Harrison”. 

Andrew Smith, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court they 
would accept the guilty pleas 
of the pair. 

Andrew Baker, defending 
Harrison, told the court 
army psychiatrists would be 
assessing Harrison. 

The pair are set to be sen¬ 
tenced together on Novem- 
i her 8.

A “PASSIONATE” and “hardworking” man 
who had a major part in the Black Country’s 
glassmaking industry has died aged 79. 

Michael Davies, founder of the Bridge Crystal Glass 
Company and Kinver Crystal, died after an 18-month battle 
with prostate cancer. Mr Davies, of Stourton, was also a 
member of Kinver Parish Council for two decades. 

Son, Neil, 59, said: “He was a great innovator, a man pas¬ 
sionate for the glassmaking industry and hardworking. I’m 
proud to call him my father. ” 

Mr Davies, who died on 
September 16, left Audnam 
School, Stourbridge, at 14, 
to work at a garage before 
joining the forces until 
1958. 

He started Bridge Crystal 
Glass Company, Bridge 
Street, Cradley Heath,

which merged with table¬ 
ware firm Old Hall. At its 
height the firm employed 80 
people. It was sold to US 
firm Prestige and Mr Davies 
started Kinver Crystal, in 
Fairfield Drive, in 1981.

He sold that firm and ran 
another crystal-making firm 
in Amblecote for four years - 
up to his 74th birthday, 
when he retired. 

He was on Kinver Parish 
Council for more than 20 
years. Councillor Brian 
Edwards said: “His death 
was a sad day for the parish 
council.” 

His son said: “He had a 
strong passion for the glass 
making industry. He used to 
get upset about the industry 
in the area fading out.” 

Mr Davies is also survived 
by his wife Patricia. His 
funeral was held last week.

£lm sale and another new look as 
jewellers celebrate I65th birthday 


IT is Wolverhampton’s 
oldest jewellers, with gen¬ 
erations of the same family 
serving customers since 
1847. 

And now it is to have a £100,000 
transformation in celebration of its 
165th anniversary. TA Henn bosses 
want to modernise the look of the 
Princess Street site. 

The project began with a £1 
million sale that started on Satur¬ 
day to help raise funds for the 
refurbishment. 

Managing director John Henn 
said the sale - only the second one 
that has been held in the company’s 
history - will run until this Sunday, 
at which point the first phase of the 
revamp project will begin. 

“We are going to start by creating 
a new-look window display with a 
completely new style,” said Mr 
Henn, aged 51, who lives near 
Cosford. “The second part will be 
done early next year. While the

store is fairly modern already, we 
want to move with the times and 
give customers a more modern 
experience when they come into the 
store.” 

The first phase will be complete 
in time for the start of November, 
he added. 

There will be 40 per cent off 
selected jewellery and 20 per cent 
off some Swiss brands of watches. 

“We don’t do sales very often so it 
has to be something worthwhile 
and we thought £lm would be a 
good figure,” added Mr Henn, who 
is the sixth generation of his family 
to run the store. 

“The money brought in from the 
sale will go towards the refurb.” 
The store held its first sale in 2007, 
again to fund a revamp. 

One item not in the sale will be a 
135-year-old engraved silver 
tankard that was recently returned 
to the store by its former owner 


who lives in Spain. Mr Henn has 
said he will never sell the antique 
pint pot, which was originally pre¬ 
sented to John Wesley Henn in 
1872 by his brother Silas, who was 
the great-grandfather of the 
current owner. But the tankard can 
still be viewed at the city centre 
shop. 

“We’re always happy to have old 
bits of memorabilia or anything 
from our past,” he said. “We are 
trying to piece together the shop’s 
past so it all comes in handy. 

“Because the store expanded 
from number 40, to numbers 40 
and 41, and eventually to numbers 
38 to 41, it can be a bit difficult.” 

The jewellers was founded by 
Thomas Austin in the 1800s. 

Mr Henn said they dated the 
business back to 1847 as they have 
uncovered an old apprenticeship 
letter from the year - but said they 
suspect it may be even older than 
its official age. 

Thomas Austin’s father, Silas 


Henn, was a Tipton-based clock- 
maker. And it was his son, Thomas 
Wesley Henn, who eventually took 
on the business after leaving his 
position in the army as a radio oper¬ 
ator during the First World War. 

Buying up two adjoining shops in 
1935, Thomas Wesley rebuilt the 
premises and doubled its size. By 
the 1950s, Alan Wesley Henn had 
joined the growing family business 
and within a decade they owned a 
total of eight stores. 

However, the recession in the 
1980s put a halt to the family’s 
progress and so the company was 
forced to return to the original 
branch in Princess Street. 

John Henn, the latest in the 
family line to take on the job, has 
followed his grandfather in his per¬ 
sonal life as well. In the 1930s, 
Thomas Wesley Henn climbed 
Mont Blanc. Last May, John Henn 
climbed the same mountain for 
charity. He raised £10,000 for the 
Royal Marsden Cancer Hospital.

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Legion starts new bid to 
get war memoiiai moved 


A FRESH bid to move a Dudley 
war memorial to a permanent 
new home has been launched by 
a Royal British Legion branch 
chairman. 

Ken Finch wants the monument in Wood- 
setton to be given a facelift and moved to a 
more prominent place. It stands inside the 
grounds of the former Mount Tabor 
Methodist Church, Sedgley Road. The 
church was sold to a factory in 1998 leaving 
the memorial, which commemorates soldiers 
killed in the First World War, looking out of 
place. 

Councillor Finch, chairman of the Lower 
Gornal branch, said residents were keen to 
find a spot for the monument where it could 
be seen by the whole of the community.

“The Royal British Legion branch has 
said it will do all it can to help so I am going 
to try to contact the owners of the site to get 
permission for it to moved.” 

He added: “I would also like to restore the 
memorial which isn’t in a bad state but it 
could do with a tidy up. ” It is the second time 
residents have attempted to relocate the 
memorial. In 2003 a group of volunteers, 
began plans to move the monument.

Uiclw escape for 
family as car ends 
up inside kitchen 


THESE images show the dramatic moment a 
car skidded along a grass bank before crash¬ 
ing into a house, smashing brickwork and 
leaving the vehicle a crumpled mess. 

Skid marks at the scene show how the car travelled more 
than lOOft along the grass before hitting the house, which 
had a young family inside. 

The Toyota MR2 sports car lost control after coming over 
the bridge in Pensnett Road, Brierley Hill, before hitting a 
curb and skidding down the grass slope. 

It then went through a small wall and fence and into the 
three-bedroom house on 
what had just been a normal 
Thursday afternoon for the 
Po 3 mer family inside, as they 
settled down watching tele¬ 
vision. 

Grandmother Lesley 
Po 3 mer, aged 48, and her two 
children Stacey Havins and 
Rebecca Poyner had been 
inside with the family’s two 
babies and two older chil¬ 
dren. 

After hearing a loud bang 
she walked into the kitchen 
to find the front bonnet of 
sports car nestled in the 
corner of the room. 

Shock 

Mrs Poyner’s husband 
Roger immediately returned 
home from work. 

The 45-year-old stood 
watching as contractors 
from the council boarded up 
holes in the house. 

He is now waiting to be 
given advice from the insur¬ 
ance company before repairs 
can start. 

He said: “My family is 
still in shock. 

“And it could have been so 
worse, just thank God no- 
one was in the kitchen when 
the car came through.” 

The female driver was cut 
out of the wreckage by fire¬ 
fighters and taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital but her 
injuries are not believed to 
be serious. 


Community 
forums will 
be useij for 
discussions 

AREA committee meetings 
in Dudley will be scrapped 
and replaced with “commu¬ 
nity forums” under new 
plans revealed by council 


The proposals will see 
nine new forums set up with 
the aim of making it easier 
for people to report and 
discuss issues with the 
council. 

Area committee meetings 
are currently held in Brier- 
ley Hill, Halesowen, Stour¬ 
bridge and Central and 
North Dudley. But council 
bosses say they are too 
formal and do not give 
people the chance to discuss 
concerns. 

Councillor David Sparks, 
leader of Dudley Council, 
said: “The area committees 
had become too bureaucratic 
and formal which puts 
people off from coming along 
and defeats the purpose. 

“This is about giving 
public meetings back to the 
public, by making them 
simpler and more accessible, 
where the public attending 
them will set the agenda by 
the issues they raise. 

“The new forums will 
focus more on local issues 
and those things that matter 
to the people living there. 

Specific 

“As a result, every forum 
will be different as it needs 
to reflect the specific com¬ 
munities we are working 
with and the different issues 
that affect those communi¬ 
ties.” 

A public consultation will 
run until November 9, and 
the proposals will then go 
before councillors.

Move for probation staff 


PLANS for a new two-storey headquarters 
for around 80 probation staff in Dudley have 
been approved. 

The workers, currently based in Dudley, 
Stourbridge, Netherton and Halesowen, 
will move into the purpose-built base at 
Castlegate Business Park. 

The offices run by Staffordshire and West 
Midlands Probation Trust in Stourbridge, 
Netherton and Halesowen will shut. 

Offender management staff based at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court will also relocate 
to the new building. A planning application 
was submitted to Dudley Council by devel¬ 


oper Stoford, which has been contracted by 
the Ministry of Justice. 

Planning permission has now been 
granted by the council and construction is 
expected to be completed by next September 
but the Ministry of Justice will not reveal 
the cost of the project. 

LFnder the plans, interview rooms and 
group meeting rooms will be created on the 
ground floor. On the first floor there will be 
open-plan office space and an archives 
section. A car park with 34 spaces, two elec¬ 
trical vehicle charging points and cycle 
storage are included in the plan.

Mother claiming moMIty 
benefits seen using gp 


A MOTHER-oMhree who 
received £4,000 in benefits after 
claiming she had severe mobility 
problems was seen regularly 
using a gym, a court heard. 

Aaisha Arif was a member at the Crystal 
Leisure Centre, Stourbridge and had not 
mentioned any disability problems to staff, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

The 42-year-old had also been captured on 
video surveillance equipment walking nor¬ 
mally in Brierley Hill High Street and near 
her home. 

Arif, of Kingsway, Wollaston, Stourbridge, 
pleaded guilty to two charges of failing to 
notify change of circumstances affecting 
entitlement to social security benefit. 

One related to claims for Disability Living 
Allowance between January 26, 2011, and 
September 13 this year. The second charge 
regarding claims for Disability Living 
Allowance between January 20 last year and 
April 4 2012. 

In total, £4,153 was claimed between 
January 26, 2011, and April 4 this year. 

Chairman of the bench Mr Leonard 
Redden fined Arif £290 with a £15 victim 
surcharge and £85 costs. She has already 
agreed to pay back the benefits to the 
Department for Work and Pensions. 

Miss Lynda Gudgeon, prosecuting, said 
Arif received Disability Living Allowance in 
June 2007 after claiming she was “severely 
restricted” in her movement. But when ben¬ 
efits officers checked last year they found 
she was a member at the Bell Street centre. 

Mr Sundip Murria, defending, said: “This 
is a case where the initial application was a 
correct application as she did have mobility 
problems.”

Superstar a revelation 


Jesus Christ Superstar, 
NIA, Birmingham 

MORE than 40 years since it 
was created by Andrew 
Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice, 
the showbiz lord can be sat¬ 
isfied that his rock opera 
Jesus Christ Superstar 
finally got the spectacular 
arena treatment in the UK 
he first envisaged when aged 
in his 20s. 

In his programme notes, 
Lloyd Webber said he was 
always as much into Led 
Zeppelin as Rodgers and 
Hammerstein and it showed 
in this loud, brash and pas¬ 
sionate production. 

The story of Christ’s 
betrayal, trial and crucifix¬ 
ion was updated to the 21st 
century, with Jesus and his 
disciples amid anti-capital¬ 
ist protesters and rioters. 

Former Radio 1 DJ Chris 
Moyles had a five minute 
cameo in a red crushed- 
velvet suit but nearly stole 
the show as King Herod, the 
TV quiz host of ‘Lord or 
Fraud’. His ragtime number 
included one of Rice’s best 
lines - “prove to me that 
you’re no fool, walk across 
my swimming pool.”

Melanie C played a 
tatooed Mary Magdalene 
and made I Don’t Know How 
To Love Him her own. Alex 
Hanson added gravitas as 
Pontius Pilate, a slick lawyer 
who runs out of patience 
with Jesus and the squab¬ 
bling Jews. 

In the first act TV talent 
show winner Ben Forster, as 
Jesus, was overshadowed by 
Tim Minchin’s mercurial, 
thrilling portrayal of Judas. 

The Australian singer- 
songwriter is known as a 
comedian and co-creator of 


West End hit Matilda but he 
brought rock star glamour 
and utter conviction to the 
role of Judas. The dread- 
locked apostle rails against 
God for using him and his 
friend Jesus as pawns in his 
plan before a chilling realis¬ 
tic suicide by hanging. 

It made Forster raise his 
game. Something clicked in 
the garden of Gethsemane 
and his voice and charisma 
burst through like a dam 
breaking. 

Powerful 

When a crown of thorns 
was thrust upon his head 
and his bloody body raised 
aloft on a lighting rig cruci¬ 
fix, as he screamed with 
anguish, it was one of the 
most powerful scenes I have 
seen on stage. It left the 
audience stunned, until 
thunderous applause and 
people rose from their seats 
in a standing ovation. 

I had previously thought 
of Jesus Christ Superstar as 
a dated oddity from the 
hippy era. So this impressive 
production was nothing 
short of a revelation.

WHILE applause for this 25-year-old violinist as he 
stepped on stage was warm rather than polite, half 
an hour later it was long and lusty and rightfully so.

There was no doubting his skills, but I wonder if 
the slight tugging at the hem of his shirt in between 
sections revealed a still-youthful nervousness or a 
lack of total involvement.

Fuzz), was an added bonus. (Popper 
has tiny roles in both movies in case 
you were wondering). 

The concept of FND was simplicity 
itself: each episode took place over 
the course of a Friday night, as 
twenty-something brothers Adam 
(Bird) and Jonny (Tom Rosenthal) 
went round to their parents; Jackie 
and Martin Goodman, for dinner. 


eccentric artist Brian in Spaced and 
creepy medic Alan in Green Wing, 
would often steal the show. 

Though only a secondary character, 
his turn as the Goodmans’ neighbour 
Jim Bell - loosely inspired by one of 
Popper’s neighbours, who acted like 
Salvador Dali - soon became must- 
see viewing, especially as Jim’s 
interest with Jackie borders on 
obsessive. 

That he was terrified of his own 
Belgian Shepherd, Wilson, also led to 
many hilarious interludes. While some 
sitcoms such as The Big Bang Theory 
benefit from a high gag-per-minute 
count, others such as this show have 
more of a slow drip effect. 

All of which brings us to this second 
run (Sunday, Channel 4,10pm), and 
adhering to the well-worn formula ‘If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it; Mr Popper’s 
sitcom is still milking the same formula 
of domestic awkwardness and nosey 
neighbours. 

This week. Grandma (Frances 
Cuka) introduces the family to her new 
boyfriend, but the seasoned 
curmudgeon soon upsets everyone 
with his rude behaviour. _ 


Dad (Paul Ritter) cannot stand him 
and hides in his shed, but nobody is 
prepared for what happens when the 
guest suddenly loses his temper. 

A good rule of thumb for any 
wordsmith is ‘write what you know; 
which may be one of the reasons 
Popper’s semi-autobiographical sitcom 
touches a chord with millions, 
including his family. 

“It’s very loosely based on them,” he 
explained in one interview. ‘Although 
there are a few scenes which are 
completely, 100 per cent lifted from 
stuff that happened in my house.” 

Friday Night Dinner’s success has 
not gone unnoticed across the Pond, 
and NBC has recently been planning 
a version for the all important 
American market. 

The West Wing’s Allison Janney and 
Monk’s Tony Shalhoub have been 
cast as mum and dad for a pilot 
episode, with The Office’s Greg 
Daniels penning the Stateside 
edition. 

Whether that goes to a full series is 
anyone’s guess, but if it does there’s a 
good bet Mr Popper will be laughing 
all the way to the bank.

New Kia cee'd is set to be a big player in market sector 



The new Kia cee’d, prices range from £16,895 to £24,795 


A FEW miles into my first drive of 
the latest Kia I told my co-driver 
that here’s the sort of car I’d love 
to hire on holiday. I don’t think he 
knew if that was a good thing, or 
not. 

Well it was good, at least in every aspect 
that matters for a car like this estate 
version of the latest cee’d hatchback, now 
called a Sportswagon, in the way every new 
car seems to need a sporty connection (even 
when it doesn’t). 

There really isn’t anything sporty about 
this Slovakian-built people mover, 
although with its sweptback face and boldly 
sculpted sides it does perhaps look fit 
enough for a couple of sets at the local 
tennis club. 

More important in the real world are 
going to be the practical advantages of 
choosing a Ka. Price is no longer one of 
them, even if they remain good value; like 
shopping in M&S we’ll pay a bit more if we 
think the quality is there. 

Kia judges the time is ripe to take the 
Europeans on at their own game and it 
would be a foolish (French or Italian) car¬ 



maker who did not agree, even with this 
latest model costing about ten per cent 
more than the SW it succeeds. 

This latest load lugger is a little longer 
than before but narrower and less tall. The 
load bay is big, evenly shaped and quickly 
enlarged by flopping the rear seat-backs 
forward, to leave a completely flat floor. 

Hidden underneath are a couple of 
shallow compartments and the top version 
adds sliding aluminium luggage area rails 
and a barrier net behind the rear seat. 
Every model has roof rails. 

Appeal 

Such is the anticipated appeal of the new¬ 
comer to fleet users that not a single petrol- 
powered Sportswagon is offered in the UK, 
where we have the choice of 1.4 or 1.6-litre 
diesels, hooked to six-speed manual gear¬ 
boxes, with an auto option on one 1.6 
version. 

Talking about prices, they range from 
£16,895 to £24,795 (with the estate about 
£1,000 more than the hatch) and the car 


comes in four flavours, from 1 to 4. Stan¬ 
dard across the range are heated door 
mirrors, air con, remote locking, iPod com¬ 
patible sound system and hill start control 
that keeps the car steady for a second or two 
as you release the handbrake on an incline. 

Pay more for versions 2, 3 and 4 and the 
goodies’ count mounts, all the way to a 


heated steering wheel, huge panoramic 
sunroof and beautifully clear satellite navi¬ 
gation system. 

So how does the newcomer feel on the 
road? The test drive started outside the 
factory where the car is built on production 
lines so busy with robots carrying and 
fitting panels you begin to wonder where 


the more than 3,000 workers (on three 
shifts to meet demand for new Kias) can be 
hiding. 

As the Tatra mountains began to grow in 
the far distance, the test car settled to a 
quiet 80mph cruise with most hints of 
sportiness absent from a pleasantly compli¬ 
ant suspension. 

The dash quality is up there with any 
competitor, even if the minor readouts in 
red are all but invisible in the strong sun¬ 
light of a lovely Slovakian day. 

The sort of day you dream about when 
booking your next holiday, where an easy¬ 
going car like the Sportswagon would do 
very nicely. 

And that industry leading warranty 
would reassure in the gloom of an English 
winter evening as you crawl home through 
the slush with the wipers on overtime and 
the air con keeping the windows clear. 

Most users of the new Sportswagon are 
likely to opt for the 1.6 engine. I saw 42mpg 
on my test; driving the smaller 1.4 the next 
day I topped 63mpg in a car that felt 
nimbler (more sporty!) and every bit as 
perky. It also costs a very reasonable 
£16,895 in far from basic ‘1’ trim.
